acta which we belteved to be unconstitu- 
— acts of usurpation, on the part of the ex- 
ecutive officers of-the ernment. We 
have seen the partial manner ia which the laws 
ot the United States are executed. We have 
noticed, withia 6 few days, the fact that a cargo 
of negroes, kidnapped in Affica, hes been 
brought to the Berator’s own State, and landed 
there, to be subjected to slavery, in defiance — 
an act of Congress pronouncing it near teas 
we have seen the official organ of the Adminis- 
tration, bere in this city, proclaiming, in an ed- 
itorial article, that our institetions are a failure, 
so far es their ability to resist this violation of 
law and the rights of humanity, is concerned. 
These Africans have been emapaied away from 
their native land, and introd into the heart 
of this country ; ‘and yet, so far as we know, no 
man engaged in this piratical act hes been 
brought to justice. In South Carolina the juries 
refuse to indict men engeged im the slave trade. 
What does the Federal Gorernment do? Where 
were the Army and pa pe of = United States, 
thet the men en importing A frieans 
tate Georgia coald not be found and arrested? 
Perhaps the Army is in Kansas, guarding, per- 
chance, men indicted under a pretended charge 
‘of treason. Possibly it is on its way to Boston 
to form in the streets of that city to catch a run- 
away negro, Not many years ago, when a sin- 
gie negro escaped from bondage iu order to re- 
ot large, the Army and 
avy of the United States were called forth, the 
troops were brought out, the telegraph was 
called iu requivitioa, and the 
the Government was employed to arrest and re 
turn the negro to bondage. Now, three hun 
free — sought to be forced into 
~¥ in defiance of the laws of thé land, receive 
no protection from the Federal Government; 
its institutions are pronounced a failure, 80

: We have seen this; the country has seen it; 
and although the laws in the one case for the 
benefit of slavery are exerted with the utmost 
rigor, We see no corresponding efforts to enforce 
the laws in favor of freedom. 
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
